Volunteers Blaze a New Trail

On a bright July morning, volunteers clad in 
comfortable hiking shoes and light clothing collected 
in a small circle at the mouth of an undeveloped trail in 
Marion. The volunteers chatted lightly, many recognizing 
each other from the last tri-town conservation project. 
Bracing themselves for a long day, they clipped plastic 
water bottles onto their belts and sprayed multiple layers 
of Deep Woods Off onto their exposed skin and clothing. 
Their mission for the day was to blaze a new trail that will 
come to be known as Eastover South. 

Eastover South will start on County Road in 
Marion, will run alongside Hales Brook, through a 200- 
acre preserve in Marion, and will eventually connect to 
the Eastover property in Rochester. 

Mr. Harrington described the trail as currently 
overgrown and wet. He warned the volunteers to use 
plenty of bug spray to avoid mosquito bites, and opened 
up a house at the entrance so the volunteers would have 
access to running water. 

Since the proposed trail includes wetlands and 
bogs, some of the trail will be boardwalk. Mr. Harrington 
stressed the importance of blazing the path in a way that 
would not upset the wildlife. There are many vernal pools 
and swamps in the area, so it is important to introduce a 
trail that won't negatively affect the ecosystem's delicate

The trail project is being organized and led by the 
Trustees of Reservations, a statewide group dedicated to 
preserving Massachusetts' natural resources. Education 
Coordinator Linton Harrington and Maintenance 
Foreman Jesse Ferreira were present Saturday, July 25 to 
coach the small group of volunteers on the goals of the 
Eastover trail project. In addition, Mr. Harrington and Mr. 
Ferreira educated the volunteers on the overall goal of the 
Trustees of Reservations as an organization - to protect 
Massachusetts' natural beauty and to preserve wildlife 
from overdevelopment. 

Volunteers proceeded to collect their tools from 
a large trunk. Hand-saws, gloves, and snippers were all 
needed to cut through the brambles and overgrowth. Mr. 
Ferreira told the volunteers that they could catch glimpses 
of wild turkeys as they worked, and that there were 
plenty of abandoned cranberry bogs on the path that still 
produced fruit. 

The Eastover South trail will require a small 
parking area at the entrance, a sign for visibility, and a 
bulletin board. The Trustees group worked with Marion 
Open Space Conservation to make the Eastover South trail 
possible. 

According to Mr. Harrington, "there is a lot 
of conservation work to be done in Massachusetts." 
Ecologically-minded volunteers, in conjunction 
with organizations like Trustees of Reservations, are 
working tirelessly to preserve the natural wonder of 
Massachusetts' coastlines, woods, and wetlands. Readers 
can contribute to these ongoing efforts by supporting the 
Trustees of Reservations efforts.

Citing increasing pressures from his professional 
commitments, Mr Nectow indicated that it has become 
difficult to devote the time required to fulfill his School 
Committee responsibilities. "Due to personal and 
professional reasons, I have found that I have been unable 
to devote the commitment necessary for the job. I want 
what is one hundred percent best for the town,'' said Mr.

Originally from Marshfield, MA, Mr. Nectow 
returned with his family to New England after living 
in Dallas. His daughter, Chelsie, graduated this past 
spring from Old Rochester.

394 Al ambulance, and Mr. Michael A. Delk of Rochester. 
Mr. Delk's 2004 Dodge pick-up truck was totaled in the 
accident. 

Both parties were not seriously injured. Mr. Delk 
said that he was travelling eastbound on Route 6 when 
the ambulance driver attempted a left-hand turn onto 
Spring St, resulting in a head-on collision. The accident is 
still under investigation. 

The ambulance, which is parked behind the 
Marion Police / Fire Department, shows serious front-end 
damage and a blown right front tire. According to Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson, the ambulance is "likely to 
be repaired but it is yet to be determined." A preliminary 
assessment for damage was done July 24 at noon. The 
extent of the damage is not yet known.

"Mixed-use'' Building Proposed in Rochester 

Rochester Planning Board - July 28, 2009 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

The Rochester Planning Board was brought to 
order at 7:06 pm by Chairman Arnold Johnson. Present at 
the meeting were board members Gary Florindo, John H. 
DeMaggio, George Byron, and Randall Kunz. 

After discussing the progress of the Connett 
Woods and Forest Landing projects, the board reviewed 
the minutes of the July 14 meeting, including executive 
session. Deciding that any errors in the minutes were 
minor, the board motioned to accept the minutes. 

Two representatives of SRPEDD (Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District), 
Nancy Durfee and Greg Guimonde, presented a proposal 
to bring "mixed-use" buildings into Rochester. Mixed- 
use buildings are designed to provide commercial space, 
typically on the ground floor, with residential space in 
upper floors, and sometimes behind the commercial 
space. According to Mr. Guimonde and Ms. Durfee, 
mixed-use buildings would allow the town to gain more 
housing, particularly elderly housing, while maintaining 
the rural and aesthetic appeal of Rochester. Mr. Guimonde 
noted that it is more appealing in uncertain economical 
climates as well, since an empty storefront would not 
mean that a building was completely without use or rent 
income. 

Mr. Guimonde said that this latest trend toward 
mixed-use buildings is "smart growth" because it makes 
"walkable neighborhoods". Since these mixed-use 
buildings blend in with a residential area and are built 
with character and warmth in mind, they encourage local 
and pedestrian patronage, therefore reducing the need for

large parking lots. Issues of parking, building size, and 
setbacks would be standards for the planning board to set. 

Mr. Guimonde used Marshfield as an example 
of a town that has successfully implemented mixed-use 
buildings. He said that the buildings have maintained 
the New England charm of the town, and that as of now, 
there are no outstanding applications for elderly housing, 
because their elderly housing needs have all been met 
with mixed-use housing. 

Rochester is rich with wetlands, preserved lands, 
and ''unique'' soil samples; many buildable lots are 
behind already existing homes, but they are unbuildable 
without "tradable development rights". There is a need 
for 55-plus housing and buildable land in general, and Mr. 
Guimonde and Ms. Durfee presented this plan in hopes 
that Rochester could harness some residential space in 
higher-density residential areas and commercial areas 
of Rochester. Although these areas are in short supply.

mixed-use buildings could capture more livable space for 
Rochester. 

Mr. Florindo noted that the mixed-use buildings 
could appeal to Rochester residents because the 
designs are "rustic and not modern. Rochester doesn't 
want modern." Chairman Johnson thought that any 
development in Rochester is better "tucked away" in 
areas that are not on the main routes, since "maintaining 
the illusion of Rochester" is easier done by keeping the 
thoroughfares rustic and undeveloped. 

Ms. Durfee noted that in an area like Rochester, 
the mixed-use buildings could encourage a "value added" 
industry based on ingredients made in town, and that this 
trend is tuned into the buying local trend. People could 
stand to make big money in the food trade, according to 
Ms. Durfee, who noted the great success of locally-made 
foods in Maine. 

Chairman Johnson encouraged Ms. Durfee and 
Mr. Guimonde to attend the public meeting in October to 
get a feel for all the needs and concerns of residents. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:39 pm by 
Chairman Guimonde.

ponding and correct parking layout; update piles to be 
used for "fendering" at Long Wharf and remove lattice 
system. The Marine Advisory Board is reviewing the 
layout of the slip spaces at Town Wharf to optimize 
spacing. Lastly, the Marine Advisory Board is developing 
updated Rules and Regulations to include new slips and 
dinghy dock rules. Selectmen CoUyer requested that a 
draft be ready for review by the Board of Selectmen by the 
second meeting in October This would allow people to 
prepare for changes that may occur and prepare over the 
winter for their boating needs. 

Next on the agenda was the continuation of the 
Anderson / Rosbe Dog Hearing of July 14, 2009. Animal 
Control Officers Kathy Masse and Anne Estabrook 
reported to the Board that the dog owned by Mr. 
Anderson has not been seen in town, nor have they 
been able to locate Mr Anderson. Town Administrator 
Mike Botelho stated that the first notice of the July 14 
hearing sent to Mr Anderson was accepted and signed. 
He has not accepted and signed for the notice of this 
meeting nor the order issued banning his dog Colby from 
Mattapoisett. Town Administrator Botelho states that the 
order is enforceable whether the order is picked up the 
owner or not. 

The Board will determine a disposition of the 
animal if it should reappear in Town. Animal Control will 
pick the dog up and the Board will reconvene this hearing 
to decide the dog's fate. 

At 7:45 the Town Administrator Search 
Committee presented its finalists for consideration by the 
Board. Chairperson Mary Lyons along with Grace Knox, 
Steve Lombard, and Suzanne Szyndlar were present. 
Chairperson Lyons stated that there were 34 applicants 
for the position. All committee members reviewed the 
34 resumes, all then met and culled out those that did 
not meet the requirements, were not qualified, did not 
have the education, or did not seem to be a good fit 
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for Mattapoisett. From that they came up with three 
finalists. At the last minute one person withdrew, leaving 
two finalists: Mark J. Andrews is currently the Budget 
and Finance Director for the City of Lawrence, MA. He 
has 28 years of administrative experience and holds a 
Master's Degree in Pubic Administration from Suffolk 
University. Michaela J. Gagne has 28 years of experience 
in municipal government - 23 of those years he served as 
Chief Administrative Officer for the Town of Dartmouth. 
Mr. Gagne has a Bachelor's of Science Degree in Business 
Administration and has completed numerous graduate 
level courses at Suffolk University specializing in 
municipal government management. 

The Board of Selectmen will conduct interviews 
of these candidate tentatively scheduled for Thursday 
August 6 at 6:00 pm. The interviews are open to the 
public, will be televised, and all are welcome to attend. 

A private road policy is in the works with the 
Highway Surveyor and is to be completed by Fall Town 
Meeting per Selectman Collyer. He would like ''to have 
policy and procedures in place but would like to have 
a public comment period" Selectman Collyer "wants to 
hear what the residents have to say, have a sit down." The 
Board is still awaiting a final decision from legal counsel 
regarding the snow removal by the Town on private 
roads. Mr. Botelho will request that decision be made 
within three weeks. 

A Licensing request has been made to N-Star for 
parking on Mattapoisett Neck Road in the area of the bike 
path. At this time to assist the parking problem, signs will 
be installed that say "No Parking Between Signs". The 
Board feels this may help reduce the parking problem that 
currently exists. 

The next regular Board of Selectmen's Meeting 
will be held on Tuesday, August 11 at 6:00 pm at the Town 
Hall. The meeting was adjourned at 8:20 pm.

Orphan. Starring Vera Farmiga and Peter Sarsgaard. Directed by 
Jaume CoUet-Serra. Running time: 123 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There's one bit in Orphan that packs a genuine shiver of dark 
discovery; it involves a black light from a fish tank. Everything 
else depends on an improbably ingenious and diabolical person 
among dummies. Kate (Vera Farmiga) has two children, but when 
she went for number three, it was stillborn, and this made Kate 
alcoholic and unhappy. After Kate gets fired from teaching music 
at Yale and goes on the wagon, she and her wimpy husband 
John (Peter Sarsgaard) decide to adopt an older child. They settle 
on Esther (Isabelle Fuhrman), a suspiciously gifted and mature 
nine-year-old. For a while, Esther is the picture of perfect polite 
kidhood, though when nobody's around she has a habit of letting 
her face go slack and murderous. She also has ribbons around her 
wrists and neck that she won't let anyone touch. 

Orphan is competently directed junk, with a script that 
abandons logic at every turn and dialogue that even some 
snarky teenage girls seated behind me could predict out loud 
before it was delivered. (Usually I resent noisemakers in movie 
theaters, but these girls actually added some entertainment to 
the afternoon.) It begins with a thoroughly nasty it-was-only-a- 
dream sequence and pretty much stays that icky — not in terms 
of bloodshed but in terms of the weird undertone of every scene. 
Esther is apparently an orphan from Russia, and the movie gets 
some mileage out of that — her accent, her archaic wardrobe. 
Those damn Russkies are sending their psycho girls over here 
to disrupt our families! Was this script written in the '80s or 
something? 

One nice touch is that Kate and John are shown to be hungrily 
sexual with each other; an interrupted bout in the kitchen is 
realistically klutzy and all the more erotic for it. This detail, 
though, turns out to be there solely so that we can see Esther's 
moon-faced disapproval. Esther seems to have a thing for her 
new daddy. Kate begins to suspect there's more to Esther than she 
lets on, but nobody takes Kate seriously, and her two children, 
including a beautiful little hearing-impaired girl, already know 
what a menace Esther actually is. Essentially, we spend much of 
the movie waiting for trusting, stupid Tohn to figure things out. 
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and it feels like a very long sit. 

Farmiga and Sarsgaard (the latter stuck in a pretty thankless 
role, especially his penultimate drunk scene) work hard to ground 
the film in something real; Farmiga's occasional exhalations of 
stress or frustration have more character than what has actually 
been written for her. It's hard to judge Isabelle Fuhrman' s work 
here, since Esther barely makes sense even when all is revealed 
— especially when all is revealed. The eleven-year-old actress 
does what's needed, I guess, though her part in Sarsgaard' s 
aforementioned drunk scene must hit some new low in bad taste, 
regardless of what we learn about Esther. 

The direction by Jaume Collet-Serra (the House of Wax 
remake) is wintry and somber, with some gorgeous shots of snow 
blanketing the land around the parents' large home. But the third 
act gives itself over to camp — Kate's final line to Esther belongs 
in a Charles Busch play — yet the director keeps the tone deadly 
serious. The teenage girls behind me got into the spirit of the 
thing, or what the thing should' ve been, and giggled happily 
throughout the climax, particularly when the adorable little deaf 
girl toddled over with a gun, fired it, and got launched backwards 
into a snowdrift. Could Orphan be the next inadvertent ironic cult 
movie, playing at midnight screenings for sarcastic participatory 
audiences who start singing "If I Had a Hammer" when a nun 
gets bludgeoned by one, or yelling rude things whenever John 
pooh-poohs Kate's suspicions? It could very well be the next Rocky 
Horror or The Room — let it begin here.

Limit the 
number of places around your home for mosquitoes to 
breed by either draining or discarding items that hold 
water. Check rain gutters and drains. Empty any unused
